The Division Chief manages all NOAA geodetic programs, conducting scientific and technical activities critical for the measurement of the fundamental properties of the Earth, particularly the application of the GPS, and the maintenance of the National Geodetic Reference System.  In particular, the NGRS consists of the North American Datum of 1983, the North American Vertical Datum of 1988, and US Gravity Datum.

	Duties and Responsibilities: 1.  Provide technical and managerial leadership in the development and execution of complex programs involving classical and physical geodesy, geophysics, and oceanography.

3.  Serves  as focal point in the establishment of missions, objectives, and plans that form the foundation for the planning and execution of all NGSD program responsibilities and support functions.
4.  Communicates overall policy and program guidance to appropriate management levels within NGSD and monitors accomplishments to ensure that programs adhere to agency missions consistent with national priorities.
5.  Provides overall coordination for projects and programs that involve two or more organizational elements, ensuring that planning, resources, and responsibility are properly allocated to effectively accomplish agency objectives.

Proficiency in supervision is furthered through experience with motivation, communication, employee development and personnel appraisal.  Experience is gained in budget and finance activities and in planning, scheduling, directing, and controlling work.
